The Irrigation of Arid Lands- Wliy 


Major Powell is not likely to be 


' Given Chorg* of tlie \Vork. 


•WASHINGTON, April 8.—Alter all, should 


the proposed Bureau of Immigration be 
formed in the Department of Agriculture, 
Major Powell is hardly likely to receive 
the mnoh-coveted position of commissioner 
of sack bureau. There is a radical differ- 
ence of opinion between Powell and the 
majority of the Immigration Committees of 
both Houses. Moreover, several members 
of theso committees do not hesitata to 
make very grave charges against the 
Major, -who h&s had charge -of all the sur- 
veys mad«-!n the arid regions eo far with a 
•view of determining the best positions for 
utorage reservoirs and the actual needs of 
the several regions which it is proposed to 


, irrigate. 


It appears that the plan of Powall is to 


subordinate irrigation to ethnology, 
cgy and topography, and exclude sbttlere 
over the entire arid legion from the righ 
Jo enter lands or perfect their title to landi 
already *htered until the whole country has 
been explored and its geological formation 
.thoroughly examined and demonstrated 
He also contands that it is necessary to na 
certain l,ho precise shape of nil the protn 
beraoces on the earlh's surface, no matte 
how far the hill or mountain may be from 
the irrigable land to be surveyed and 
mapped. 


In furtherance of this purpose, it is al 


leged that he instigated the amendment of 
ferecl by Breckinridge of Kentucky, with 
drawing all lands to be*irrigated by reser 
Toira and eanala to be surveyed under tb 
appropriation of 1888-89. 
He is endeavor- ] 


ing to obtain an order from the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office saspend- 
ing the land laws in the country lying west 
of the 100th meridan, except a small strip 
lying along the Pacific ocean, west of tlie 
Cascade mountains, so that no person can 
enter or perfect tills to load under any cir- 
cumstances. Powell claims authority for 
Bach an order uuder1 tho amendment of 
Breckiniidge. 


There have been S350.000 appropriated 


for irripatiou surveys,.but less than §150,- 
UJO have been used for that purpose.

balance bad been diverted to topography 
and other so-called scientific work.

States Attorney tor the Southern Diatriot 
of California has been instructed to insti- 
tuto proceedings against all persona con- 
nected with the recent attempt to smuggle 
Chinese laborers into this country across 
the Meiioan border, and the Collector of 
Customs at San Diego has been instructed 
to arrange for sending buck to China all 
Chinese captured. 


An Uncommon Royal Spectacle. 


Apropos of grand dukes, it may be. inter* 


•sting to state that the czar has recently 
given the rare spectacle of an autocratic sov- 
ereign freely renouncing somo of his privi- 
leges and reducing the amount of moneys at- 
tributed to members of his family ouj; of the 
state budget. The empress, who received an- 
nually COO.OOO rubles—a ruble is nearly equal 
to eighty cents—will get only 200,000 here- 
after, and in case of widowhood her dowry 
will be reduced by one-half, if she resides out- 
side of RussiK. Instead of 800,000 rabies, the 
czarowitz will have only 100,000; and his 
wife 50,000 instead of 150,000, as now. On her 
husband's death she would get a pension of 
100,000 rubles instead of 300,000, if she re- 
sidea within the empire, and only 50,000 in 
case of her residing abroad. The grand dukes, 
brothers o£ the reigning czar, who received 
100,000 rubles as a pension until now, will get 
no more than 83,000. The daughters and 
'granddaughters of the emperor -will receive 
from the state a dot of 1,000,000, and nothing 
more. Each son of tho czar •will get at his 
majority appanages bringing o determined 
income and 1,000,003 rubles toward the build- 
ing and furnishing of opalace. Similar re- 
ductions havo been ordered by the czar in re- 
gard to money appropriations made to other 
members of the imperial family,—New York 
Tribune.
